Genoa, April 11—Russia, not 

France, now seems likely to be the 
stumbling block at Genoa. 

Tchitcherin, soviet foreign minister 
and bolshevik spokesman, has over- 
looked no opportunity during the two 
days the conference has been meet- 
ing, to raise objections and precipi- 
tate incidents. 

On guard ati every turn Jest the 
“capitalist” delegates “put something 
over” on them, the bolsheviks appear 
in grave danger of falling into an 
overcritical and defiant attitude 
which, if persisted in, may wreck 
what chances they had of being taken 
back into the family of nations. 

Tchitcherin’s attack on the presence 
of Japan at the conference served 
further to arouse hostility toward the 
soviet delegates even among those whd 
came to the conference disposed to be 
friendly. 

Continuous Insurrection. 

Lloyd George is still valiantly try- 
ing to play his role of conciliator, but 
the continued insurrection of Tchit- 
cherin is making his work difficult if 
not almost futile. 

Tchitcherin’s willingness to subside 
and accept the decisions of the other 
delegates after being allowed to air 


: his own views, however, led to the 


belief in some quarters that he is 


deliberately playing the. role of “en- 
fant terrible’? at the conference for 


. the sake of impressing his constituents 


at home, and that he will cease to 
cause trouble once he has given the 
Russian masses the impression that he 
is fighting their battle at Genoa. 

Whatever Tchitcherin’s motives, he 
has driven away the calm with which 
the conference started off and has kept 
things in constant turmoil. His atti- 
tude has been in noticeable contrast 
to that of the Germans, who have 
made every effort to do ‘the correct 
thing and avoid ruffling the feelings 
of the allies. 

Shifting Suspicions. 

Thi¢ difference of attitude was not 
lost on the French delegation, who 
appeared to be shifting their suspicions 
from Germany over to Russia. 

Tchitcherin has at least helped solid- 
ify the allied-group and his opposi- 
tion has caused the big five to drop 
their differences for the moment and 
join hands to prevent the bolsheviki 
driving a wedge between them. 

The keynote of the soviet policy 
here is that fu']l de jure recognition 
of the evviet republic must be granted 
as the basis of Russia’s re-entry into 
Europe’s econondc and poglitical life. 

“We desire economic co-operation 
and the allies also desire it, but we 
shall resist any ttaempt to make this 
economic co-operation take the form 
of economic. domination of Russia,” 
sums up Tchitcherin’s attitude. 


Limit to Concessions. 

But there is a limit to ihe conces- 
sions tae soviets' will make to secure 
this .recognition. Believing that the 
allied eagerness to g@t back into the 
Russian market and secure Russian 
raw materials is just as keen as their 
own desire to re-enter European so- 
ciety, ine soviety are shrewdly basing 
fheir vargaining on three reasons 
which they cantend are fundamental 
to any re-establishment of world 
peace and prosperity: :

OUNTY OFFIGERS 
AID BOOTLEGGERS, 


AKERMAN CHARGES 


Jealousy of Sheriffs and 
County Police Prevents 
Law Enforcement, Says 
U. S. Marshal. 


MANY ON BLACKLIST 
OF FEDERAL OFFICERS 


Suggests Abolishing 
County Police and 


Strengthening Forces of 
Sheriffs. 


Sensational charges that there is a 
lack of co-operation between sheriffs 
and eounty policemen, resulting in 
serious hindrance to enforcing the fed- 
eral..prohibition law, were made by 
Walter Akerman, United States mar- 
shal for Georgia, Tuesday afternoon. 
Mr. Akerman stated that with sheriffs 
and county policemen in each county 
of the state at odds, as frequently is 
the case, it was .his candid opinion 
that “the county’ policemen do more 
harm than good.” 

“The most remarkable feature of the 
prohibition enforcement,” said Mr. 
Akerman, “is that they are putting 
on a county policeman in each county 
who is either a discharged county 
officer or deputy marshal. This very 
often results in the twe officers work- 
ing at cross purposes, which results 
in lack of law enforcement. 2 

“Due to jealousies of one sort or 
another, one tips off thé violators of 
the prohibition taw, when the other 
goes out on a raid, to prevent the | 
other from making. a record. We have 
blacklisted either the county policemen 
or the sheriffs of 75 per cent of the 
counties in the state on this accoufit.” 

Thinks Police Useless. 

Mr. Akerman declared that he be- 
lieved the office of county policeman 
to be a useless office in Georgia. He 
stated that the slackness with which 
the laws are put into effect is blamed 
on the federal officers, whereas the 
trouble lies with the system which puts 
rival officers in the same ‘section of 
the country, each to obstruct the work 
of the other. 

In order to remedy this situation, 
Mr. Akerman suggested that the office’ 
of county policeman be abolished and 
anotler deputy be added to the sher- 
iff’s’ force, 

“When we send men to a county, 
wé find that all the distillers and 
bootleggers have been tipped off,” said 
Mr, Akerman, “If there weregonly 
one officer in the county, we would 
kfow who to hold responsible.” 

“When an inefficient officer has been 
discharged, hi& friends get around him 
and make him county policeman. Nat- 
urally he works against the sheriff. 
I find that when the sheriffs and the 
county policemen of. any county come 
into my office one officer begins to 
criticise the other, which shows a very 
bitter jealousy. I believe the solution 
lies in the abolishing the office of 
county police and in strengthening the 
sheriff’s force.” 

First Talk of Friction. 

The interview with Mr. Akerman 
gave the first intimation since the 
democratic federal officials here were 
replaced as to relations between the 


United States and county officers, 

It is known that since the enact- 
ment of the federal prohibition law, 
the government has stressed the need 
of co-operation between the federal 
and county men? and for a long time 
the government paid an official to keep 
in constant touch with county officers, 
both sheriffs and county policemen, in 
every county in the state, and to seek 
their co-operation. 


REALTY NEAR TECH

The purchase of a six-acre tract 
near Georgia Tech as the site for 
one of the junior high schools, was 
unanimously recommended Tuesday 
afternoon by the board of education. 

Other important matters considered 
by the board included a report by 
the advisory committee of principals 
and teachers urging that the number 
of supervisors be increased, a report 
on a free text-book plan, and a re- 
port recommending that certain text- 
books be dropped. The text-book re- 
ports were referred to the finance 
committee and the report on the su- 
pervisors was sent to the schools and 
teachers’ committee of the board. 

The bond commission also met Tues 
day afternoon and approved steps to 
buy the tract near Georgia Tech foe 
the junior high school planned for 
the northwestern section of the city. 

Bounded by Eighth street on the 
north, Fowler street on the west, 
Techwood drive on the east and Sixth 
street on the south, the lot is part

OF A,B. & A. ROAD 


Organization of Associa- 
tion Effected at Meeting 
Tuesday Called by Sen- 
ator Frank B. Manson. | 


Organization of an association to 
conduct a movement to have the state 
of Georgia buy the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic railroad and unk it 
up with the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road system was effected at a meet- 
ing of a group of members of the leg- 
islature and prominent citizens living 
on’ the railroad, held at the Ansley 
hotel Tuesday.. The meeting w4w-call- 
ed by State Senator Frank Manson, 
of Jonesboro. 


Campaign plans for the organiza- 
tion will be perfected at a meeting to 
be held Wednesday in the office of 
Mayor Key. 


At the meeting Tuesday eathusias- 
tic indorsement of the movement was 
given by prominent speakers who 
urged that the question he piaced be- 
fore the legislature at its session this 
summer. Among those who spoke on 
the plan were Senator Manson, whe 
first suggested the movement, Sena- 
tor W. T. Aiken, of Brunswick ; 
George Smith, Brunswick;  F'red 
Warde, Brunswick; St. Elmo Mas- 
sengale, Atlanta; Representative 
Mann, of Glynn county; Represen- 
tative Harper Hamilton, of Floyd 
county; Lee aLngley, Rome; Mayor 
Key and J. A. J. Henderson. Mr. 
Henderson presided at the meeting and 
Mr. Warde served as secretary. 


Officers Elected. 

After discussing the situation it 
was decided to form a permanent or- 
ganization. Mayor Key was eiected 
president; George Smith, Brunswick, 
first vice president; St. Elmo Mas- 
sengale, Atlanta, second vice presi- 
dent; and Fred Warde, of Brunswick; 
secretary. The orggnization will be 
known as the Association for State 
Ownership of the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic railroad. 

A publicity campaign will be waged 
under the direction of Mr. Warde, 
St. Elmo Massengale and Muyor Key. 
Plans for this work will be discussed 
at the meeting to be held in the office 
of the mayor at noon Wednesday. 

Senator Mawson in outlining the 
situation as to state owncrship of 
the line declared that 31 representa- 
tives in the lower house are from 
counties touched by the A., B. & A. 
and 15 state senators are from dis- 
tricts traversed by the road. 

It was stated further by Senator 
Manson that seven representatives in 
the house and four state senators 
live on the W. & A. He said the 
indebtedness of the A., B. & A. is 
$4,090,000 in “first mortgage bonds, 
and income bonds amount to $4,543,- 
906. He said there is a current in- 
debtedness of about $1,000,000, ‘mak- 
ing a total indebtedness of approxi- 
mately $10,000,000.

Every person who saw the White- 
hall street viaduct Tuesday afternoon 
after 2 o’glock agreed that it was red. 
There could be no mistake about that. 
The. blind man. who sells pencils on 
the viaduct averred that he knew by 
the odor of the paint that it was red. 

All agreed that the Kiwanis club 
had made good on its promise to the 
clean-ap and paint-up committee. They 
had pledged themselves to paint that 
bridge xed, and under the tonch of 
two-secore brushes Tiiesday it “was 
transformed into a blazing mor iment 
to the spirit with whic hthe Kiwanians 
‘are supporting -the movement to 
brighten up the town. 

Donning overalls and workmen’s 
caps, the Kiwanians left the Peacock 
eafé shortly after 1 o'clock and, pro- 
tected by an advance cordon of police 
led by Chief Beavers, they paraded 
about Five Points for several minutes. 
After they had received the admira- 
tion of several thousands fellow citi- 
zens they proceeded to the viaduct, 
with brushes and buckets in hand. 

A truck load of paint was waiting 
on the bridge.. The painters were lib- 
erally supplied with corpuscle-hued 
fluid. Section bosses supervised them, 
and allocated a certain portion of the 
ironwork to each man. 

Realizing that they had accepted the 
job on contract and not by the hour, 
they worked‘ rapidly and furiously. 
The atmosphere assumed a most ra- 
diant hue as paint spattered in every 
direction. Pedestrians remained to 
gaze on the spectacle but a short time. 
Policemen were statloned at each end 
of the viaduct to warn passersby of the 
extreme danger they would encounter 
in traversing the viaduct. 

A train approaching the union sta- 
tion fromInman yards halted back of 
the federal reserve bank and sent a 
switchman ahead to ascertain if the

depot was being consumed by flames.

League Issue Derlared Dead. 

“Governor ,Cox would make _ the 
league the issue ia the next cam- 
paign. Speaking for myself only, 
will say that in my ju-igment no great- 
er mistake could be made by the 
democratic party than to try to breathe | 
the breath of life into that dead is- 
sue. 

“We need not look far for issues. 
There is issue after issue which can 
be used against the republican party. 
One of the mightiest swords that could 
be drawn upon the cpposition in the 
campnign of this year wou!'d be this 
new judge bill, which was put through 
last Friday night. ‘That is the most 
radical, the most savage. the most 
dangerous attempt thut has been made 
upon the indepenence of the judiciary 
since the year 1678, when James IL, 
of England, put the judges under his 
feet, and.made them take orders from 
him.

To Impose Penalties. _ 

“To impose penalty duties or pro- 
hibit the importation of particular 
goods for the purpose of preventing 
unfair methods of competition in che 
importation of goods. 

“To impose additional duties on the 
whole or any part of the imports inw 
the United States from any country 


which discriminates against our over- 


seas commerce. These additional du- 
ties are limited to the amount of the 
discrimination, but if the diserimina- 
tion is maintained, the importation ot 


merchandise may be prohibited.” 


Asserting that these elastic tariff 
provisions were regarded by the com- 
mittee as “undoubtedly constitution- 
al,” the report declakéd that they 
would “contribute to. tariff stability by 
preventing the accumulation of cases 
which ultimately force the upheaval 
of a general tariff revision.” It was 
added that investigations of ssib'e 
tariff changes would be carried out 
under judicial procedure and that the 
parties interested would be given an 
opportunity to be heard. 

Purpose Outlined. 

Outlining the purpose of the bill, 
the report said the committee had en- 
deavored to recommend rates that 
would afford protection to American 
industries and permit them to pay 
wages sufficient to enable the workmen 
to maintain an American standard of 
living and also rates sufficient to 
“maintain essential industries created 
as a result of the war and considered 
vital to the future industrial independ- 
ence of the American people.” 

“In attempting to fix rates of duty 
in this bill,’ the report continued, 
“vour eommittee was faced with a 
condition never before experienced in 
tariff legislation. In certain foreign 
countries high costs of production ex- 
isted to such an extent that a duty 
which would afford protection upon 
imports from such countries would 
be entirely insufficient to afford pro- 
tection from countries having low 
production costs. On the other hand, 
the imposition of a rate sufficient to 
afford protection from countries with 
low production costs would bean ab- 
solute embargo on 
countries having 
nearer our own. | 

“The rates imposed by this bill 
are sufficient to protect the Ameri- 
can market and preserve domestic 


production 


competition and at the same time will | 


permit fair competition from other 


countries. 
“Need of Revision.” 

Taking up what was described as 
the “need of tariff revision,’ the 
committee majority said in the lm- 
ited time before the war that the 
“low rates” of the Underwood law 
were in effect those rates “had caused 
a retrenchment in production of 
American products and had decreased 
the purchasing power of the Ameri- 
ean workman because of reduction in 
wages.” It added that “the outbreak 
of the war was tWe salvation of the 
American industries.” 

Discussing present-day conditions, 


the report said “the quotations made 
by foreign producers for export sale 
of late have been so extremely low 
that they threaten the destruction of 
American industries and have conses 
quently demoralized American trade. 
it added that “this condition exists 
at the present time and it is believed 
will continue to exist until rates are 
established that will afford fair pro- 
tection to American industries.” 

Before its presentation in the sen- 
ate, the bill was formally approved 
at the first meeting of the entire com- 
mittee since the work of drafting the 
measure was started three months 
ago. Damocratic membérs of the com- 
mittee present vceted against it and 
were given ten days in which to pre- 
‘pare their minority report and also 
for the fight which they plan to launch 
against it immediately after it is 
called up. 

Democrats Charge Secrecy. 


The charge of secrecy in the prep- 
aration of the b.ii was raised prompt- 
ly in tne senate from the democratic 
side. Senator Harrison, of Missis- 
sippi, «slled attention that the bill 
would be introduced today during an 
executive session of the senate, and 
added : 

“Ir was perfectly natural that. it 
should be done in secrecy. Everythmg 
else abovt it has been done in secrecy.” 

Opposition wili not be confined to 
‘the democratic side.. Senator Smoot, 
of Utah, ranking republican on ‘the 
finance committee, plans to take to 
the floor his fight for dutieg on sugar 
higher than the 2 cents a pound on 
full duty and 1.60 cents a pound on 
Cuban raw, which are now in force 
in the emergency tariff and which the 
committee has recommended. 

Long-Staple Cotton. 

Immediately efter the bill was in- 
troduced, the eftort to raise the 7: 
cents a pound rate on Jong-staple cot- 
ton now in the emergency law and 
approved by the committee was 
launched, Senator Cameron, repub- 
lican. Arizona, int.oducing an amend- 
ment to make the 15 cents rate, the 
figure urged by producers of this 
cotton it. his and other southwestern 
states and by the republican-agricul- 
tural-tariff bloc. Short-staple cotton 
is retained on the free list, but op- 
position is promised to some of the 
rates proposed on cotton which, in 
some instances. ere higher than those 
in the Payne-Aldrich bill.

One of the’ principal schedules in 
the new bill is that dealing with 
products. [t ineludes 
most items of foodstuffs. many of 
which were on the free. list in the 
Underwood bill, and includes a duty of 
30 cents a bushel on wheat, as un- 
der the emergency law; but five cents 
higher than that. proposed in the 
Fordney bill. The compensatory duty 
on flour was placed at 78 cents per 
100 pounds as compared with 50 cents 
in the Fordney bille and 25 per cent 
ad valorem in the Payne-Aldrich 
measure. 

In framing this schedule, the com- 
mittee majority gave the republican 
agricultural tariff bloc about the rates 
asked for, but committee experts said 
that with few exceptions, the duties 
would not exceed 25 per cent ad va- 
lorem. Explaining the schedule in 
its report, the majority said it had 
“adopted the policy of giving to agri- 
culture the measure of protection that 


| 


has been accorded to other industries, 


with due consideration to the needs 
of all sections and of all industries.’ 

‘Many changes in the administrative 
features of the house bill were made 
by the senate committee majority, the 
most important being the elimination 
of provisiong giving the president au- 
thority to enter into reciprocity 
treaties with foreign countries and re- 
duce or remove entirely the duties on 
goods from such countries, and also 
to give him/authority to impose pen- 
alties in the form of additional duties 
against goods of countries which im- 
posed duties on American products 
regarded by him as unreasonable. : 

The committee retained the house re- 
taliatory provision with regard to the 
restriction or prohibition by any coun- 
try of the exportation to the United 
States of printing paper, wood pulp 
or wood for use in the manufacture 
of wood pulp.

“If complete standarization is 
brought about there will be a saving 
of $100,000, possibly $150,000, or prac- 
tically enough to build another gram- 
mar school. It is necessary for all 
the architects to have expert engineer- 
ing advice in connection with the 
buildings allotted to them, but what 
I am trying to bring about is the ap- 
pointment of one engineering concern, 
and the most capable one that can be 
found, to supervise and standardize 
all the work. 

“The architects will, of course, pay 
for this engineering service in any 
event, and the total charge will be no 
greater if one first-class engineer were 
appointed than if the work were dis- 
tributed among a large number of en-

Cause of the death of William E. 
Cadle, aged 54, of Chamblee, Ga., 
remained unexplained Tuesday night, 
and. physicians at Grady hospital an- 
nounced their intention to have an 
analysis made of the contents of the 


- dead man’s stomach Wednesday by 


the state chemist. 

An autopsy conducted at noon Tues- 
day by Grady hospital physicians to 
determine the cause of Cadle’s death 
disclosed indications of poison, it was 
stated, but no definite opinion was 
made in that connection at the out- 


+ come of the post-mortem examination. 
= Cadle walked into Grady bosyital 


about 11 o'clock Tuesday morning. 
He inquired of the information clerk 
as to the lotation of the clinic. He 
stated he had just drunk a cold drink, 
and-was very sick. He held his hands 
on the-region of his stomach as if in 
severe pain. 

The information clerk directed him 
to the clinic. Within a few feet of 
the door to the clinic he fell in the 
hallway. For about ten ipinutes he 
sufferéd with convulsions and writhed 
as if in great pain, and then died. 

An autopsy was conducted by Drs, 
Yolsom, Simmons and Ridley.  A)- 
though they made no official report 
on their findings, it was said they 
had discovered sufficient indications 
of poison in the stomach to warrant 
“an analysis by Dr. Edgar Everhart,

Sees Industries In Peril 
From State Income Tax 


Enactment of the proposed income 
tax amendment by the Georgia legis“ 
lature would imperil the industrial 


growth of the state, it was declared 
‘Tuesday by Charles J. Haden, promi- 
nent Atlanta business man, in an 
address at the Kiwanis ciub’s weekly 
luncheon. The speaker asserted thut 
it is no time to miake radical changes 
in taxation, and that conservation and 
economy should prevail. He attacked 
the law as being grossly unfair. 

“Federal census shows that more 
thah 254,000 people moved away from 
Georgia than moved into Georgia dur- 
ing the census decade ending in 1920. 
and all that saved us from an actual 
loss ‘in population was the liberal 
birthrate,” he said. ‘This great hu- 
man leak is serious. Al] that can be 
done should be done to keep our peo- 
ple at home and give them employ- 
ment.” 

Mr. Haden explained to his audience 
that the proposed tax amendment 
would abolish all state taxation ‘on 
property and place it all on incomes, 
“And this not on net incomes, but 
gross incomes, both great and small.” 

Orgy of Extravagance. 

“The wild orgy of corruption and 
extravagance by legislatures during re- 
construction nearly bankrupted Geor- 
gia,” Mr. Haden declared. “When the 
constitutional convention of 1877 met, 
Generai Robert Toombs drafted into 
that great document the wise provi- 
sion that for state purposes. there 
should never be levied a tax of more 
than one-half of one per cent. Under 
eredit and became in fact, as well 
as in name, the Empire State. 

“Now it is proposed to strike out 
from the constitution all limitations 
of taxation, so far as the state is con- 
cerned, and leave to the mercy ort each 
legislature what it will tax. It may 
be 1 per cent or 10 per cent, or 90 
per cent. It is not necessary to con- 
fiseate property outright, but by tax- 
ing it enough to destroy its power to 
earn it becomes worthless as desert 
sand. a 

“If the proposed amendment 1s 
adopted no citizen can know how much 
of his earninrs he may spend on him- 
self and familv, and how much will 
be spent by «the politician. In fact, 
he must wait until legislature ad- 
| journs in August to know whether he 


In trving to convince the Kiwanians 
that the proposed stata income tax 
system would be an imposition and in- 
justice, Mr. Haden continued: 


Points to Injustices. 


“A man of large means owns a 
number -of handsome automobiles 
which, producing no income, would 
not be subjected to taxation. But the 
man in overalls, who operates trucks, 
hauling for the public, and thus sup- 
ports his family, must pay taxes on 
his earnings. 

“A man of luxury who indulges in 
fondness for thoroughbred horses and 
keens a stable full that are worth 
$2,000 to $30.000 and these, producing 


no income, ‘are not subject to ung 
tion. But another man, living in a 


modest cottage, who operates drays 
for the public service, has an income 
from these and the tax collector «an 


demand to share with the owner’s faim- 
ily in the earnings. 

“A° syndicate of men of the leisure 
class may buy a group of plantations 
and dedicate them fis a game preserve 
in brush and briars to shovt wild 
deer and rabbits and the lands there- 
upon cease to be liable for taxes. The 
owners of adjoining lands which re- 
main in cultivation and produce 
through corn or cotton even moderute 
returns, inust pay taxes on the yields 
they make. This is true whether th» 
farming was done at a profit or at a 


Oss. 

“The dres§maker employing half a 
dozen seamstresses will have a gross 
income from her work and theirs of 
probably $8,000 or $10,000 a year 
and upen.this fruit of humble toil the 
tax collector claims a toll. In de- 
fault of payment she would be sur- 
ject to a sheriff’s fifa. A customer 
of hers, a lady of wealth, possessing 
diamonds worth $20,000, would be en 
tirely free of taxation because such 
property yields no income. 


Quotes Lerd Bacon. 
“Lord Bacon, reputed the ‘wisest ol 


mankind,’ said that three things were 
necessary to a great state, namely, 
fertile fields; busy workshops and eusy 
transportation. The distinguished 
economist, Roger Babson, has just 
sounded to us the warning that the 
natural attractions of Alabama would 
become a drain on Georgia. If we 
now hobble our workshops with a tax 
on their grogs earnings, while Ala- 
bama’ and other states invite the in- 
dustries to come, free of such burdens, 
can we, then, expect to see more fac- 
teries built in Georgia? 

“Indeed, can we hope to keep those 
already here, when it wil] be possibile 
for them to move without too great 
a cost? Can it be expected that any 
man with real brains and real money 
would deliberately build a factory im 
any state which subjected its gross 
income to an indeterminate percent- 
age, always on the grace of a legis- 
lature? 

“The principles of taxation of all 
Unglish-speaking peoples is to divide 
as nearlys as is practicable the load 
of taxation upon the shoulders of all 
property equally. Whenever a differ- 


“7 ent plan has been adopted, it has been 


to meet an emergency, such being sup- 
plemental and usually temporary. 
“The cumulative wisdom of the 
statesmen has vindicated the ad 
valorem plan. While it may not be 
ideal justice it is the best vet devised. 
‘The present constitution of Geor- 
gia limits the power of the legisla- 
ture to levy a tax for state purposes 
to one-half of one per cent. The pro- 
posed amendment uld remove all 
ljmits, and the legislature might any 
yee= at its whim. or discretion levy 
on anv and all incomes any percentage 
from 1 per cent up to 99 per cent, It 
would have legal power to confiscate, 
The only restraint would be the indi- 
vidual conscience and not the consti- 


‘tution.”

FORD ANSWERS 
AUGUSTA MAYOR'S 
RECENT LETTER 


Augusta, Ga., April 11.—(Special.) {

SAYS MARINE BILL 
AIDS U. $. CARGOES 


Washington, April 11,—Incentive 
would be given importers and ex- 
porters through passage of the ad- 
ministration merchant marine bill, to 
have their goods carried in American 
vessels, with the result that ship 
owners would be assuréd full cargoes, 
Norman bh. Beecher, counsel for the 
shipping board, declared at today’s 
session of the joint congressional 
hearings on the measure. 

One section of the bill would permit 
any person to deduct from his in- 
come taxes 5 per cent ot the amount 
of ocean freight money paid by him 
during the year for the transporta- 
tion of goods between 
States and foreign countries in Amer- 
ican bottoms. 

While no direct benefit would ac- 
crue to the ship owner: under this 
provision, Mr. Beecher said it was 
hoped “by proponents of the legisla~ 
tion that the section would prove of 
more benefit to the owner than the re- 
ceipt of an equal amount of money. 

Would, Solve Problem: 

“If the American ship owner can 
be assured of full cargoes, his prob- 
lem is largely solved,” the witness 
said. “Whatever may be the ulti- 

mate effect of this provision, its tend- 
ency certainly will be in tpis direc- 
tion.” 

The income tax deduction provision,

He declared that he was ready to have 
a quick trial in the case as soon as 
a date for the hearing is fixed by 
Solicitor-General A. M. Brand, of the 
Stone Mountain circuif. 

Manning was tried on an _ indict- 
ment in which he was jointly accused 
with John S. Williams, prominent 
Jasper county farmer, of killing Lind- 
sey Peterson, one of the eleven negroes 
who were murdered on Williams’ 
farm. Williams was tricd a few 
wecks prior to the Manning trial and 
was convicted and sentenced to serve 
a life term. He appealed his case and 
the supreme court upheld the verdict 
of the lower court. Williams is now 
at the state farm serving his sen- 
. tence. 

At his trial Manning asserted that 
he aided in killing eleven negroes but 
did so under duresg and at the order 
| of his employer, John Williams, The 
| supreme court granted the new trial

fusing to give a certain charge re- 
quested by the defense. 

Since his conviction Menning has 
been confined in the Fulton county 
tower. He will be given: another trial 
at the next session of the Newton 
superior court on a date to be fixed 
by the solicitor-general.

COAL DEALER TELLS 
TROUBLES TO ROTARY 


Three vital. problems confront the 


coal dealers of the United States— 
railway car supply, labor, and market 
conditions, according to L. C. Gunter, 
past president of the Southeastern 
Coal Merchants’ association, in a 
talk before the Rotary club Tuesday 
in the Capital City club. 

Mr. Gunter declared that whenever 
the labor and. marketing conditions 
were fayorable, there was inevitiably 
a shortage in freight cars, and if the 
car situatiow improved, labor or mar- 


ket eonditions brought about worries. 
Only once, he said, in the life of a 
coal merchant was there ever a time 
when all three of these problems were 
apparently solved and this was short- 
lived, he declared, for the government 
stepped in and took charge of the 
mines. This perfectly harmomous oc- 
casion was experienced for about 
three months, he said, prior to the 
war when the government-took over 
the property.

Recommendations that all present 
supervisors be retained and additional 
ones be employed, was the advisory 
committee’s answer to a resolution in- 
troduced by Commissioner Carl 
Hutcheson and referred to the ad- 
visory body calling for elimination 
from the system of nine supervisors, 
declaring that “the schools should re- 
vert as far as possible to teaching 
fundamentals of education and elim- 
inate numerous fringes, trimmings and 
furbelows.” 

In its report, whieh was read by 
Miss Jessie Muse, chairman, the ad- 
visory committee stated that “a mod- 
ern school system should teach health, 
train for better citizenship, instruct 
children to use profitably the leisure 
time of life and drill them in better 
physical exercises. 

“The subjects of reading, spelling, 
writing, arithmetic, English grammar 
and composition, geography and his- 
tory will not suffer, but will benefit 
by the fact that the pupils have a 
fair amount of physical work and or- 
ganized play in the fresh air and 
sunshine, and a reasonable amount of 
music, drawing and construction work 
during the day.” 

Three Free Book Plans. 

Three plans, With estimated costs, 
were submitted by the committee for 
the furnishing of textbooks in the 
schools. 

_ Under the first the board of educa- 

tion would buy all books and supplies 
and rent them to the ywpils. Under 
the second the pupls would buy basal 
books, such as arithmetics, geogra- 
phies, etc., and the board would fur- 
nish certain supplementary books. 
Under the third the board would be- 
gin a free textbook system in Sep- 
tember of this year by furnishing all 
books and supplies for the first and 
second grades, next September add a 
grade, and continue to add a grade 
each year through the _ elementary 
grades. 

If the rental system were installed, 


Commissioner W. L. McCalley, who/ 


the board would purchase all the 
books. The initial cost of buying 
books and supplies for the grammar 
schools would be $210,915, according 
to the committee, which — reported, 
however, that these figures could be 
materially lowered if the jupils were 
asked at the end of the term in June 
to donate to the city all textbooks 
which are in good econdition and 
which they will not personally need 
in September. 

In its report on textbook revision 
the committee was acting on a resolu- 
tion introduced by Commissioner 
Huteheson at the same time he sought 
to have the board drop the supervi- 
sors. Mr. Hutcheson called for the 
elimination of twenty-seven studies, 
which he termed as “unnecessary and 
useless.” 

Advises Dropping Books. 

The committee advised dropping 
from the first grade New World Spel- 
ler, book 1; third grade, Wentworth- 
Smith arithmetic, book I; fourth 
grade, Wentworth-Smith arithmetic, 
book I: fifth grade, Psimer of Hy- 
giene and Sanitation—lhitchie; sixth 
grade, Primer of Hygiene and Sani- 
tation—Ritchie, home and School Gar- 
dening—Davis; seventh grade, Primer 
of Hygiene and Sanitation—Ritchie, 
Home and School Gardening—Davlis. 

Delegations from the Ormewood and 
Battle Hill sections appeared before 
the board and asked for new school 
buildings. Their requests were re- 
ferred to the finance committee. 

John Pate, a citizen, appeared to 
protest against the sale of foods in 
the schools, declaring that the main- 
tenance of kitchens at the schools is 
unnecessary, leading to needless ex- 
penditure by the children which places 
a firmincial burden on their parents. 
He urged that the practice of serving 
foods at the schools be abolished. The 
board took no action. 

Superintendent ‘Sutton presented a 
plan for a summer vacation school, 
the teachers ‘to be appointed by the 
board but to receive their salaries 
from tuition fees charged the students. 
The plan was referred to the finance 
committee. 

Requésts by patrons of Moreland 
school, Stewart Avenue school and

That has been true when cotton was 
our only money crop, but now we are 
by force of circumstances compelled to 
take on others, and so to the cotton 
patch we must add the truck patch, 
the corn field, the cattle pasture, the 
hog per, the potato field, the cream- 
ery. the chicken yard and many others. 

“Those are the places where our 
prosperity must start and it will en- 
dure only so long .as they are prosper- 


| ous, and our prosperity will end with 
| theirs, in the same place and at the 


same time. 

“The farm’s credit man belongs to 
no credit men’s association, he has no 
skilled experts to counsel with and to 
advise him. Some _ ill-advised per- 
sons have created the impression in 
some quarters that there is a disposi- 
tion among business men to exploit. the 
farmer. I do not think this is true. 
But, on the other hand, I do fear 
there has been in the past a sort of 
failure to understand the farmer’s 
problems and his importance in the

HUGHES CONDENS 
NAVY MONEY BIL 


Washington; April 11.—Leaders~ of 
the movement seeking to defeat in 
the house the naval bill proposal cut- 
ting the enlisted personnel to 65,000, 
presented today a letter from Secre- 
tary Hughes setting forth the view 
that it would reduce the American 
navy below the 5—5—3 ratio, as fix- 
ed by the arms conference, and prove 
“most injurious’ to the nation’s in- 
terests. 

The moment the secretary’s letter 
was read, Representative Garrett, of 
Tennessee, the democratic leader, 
“challenged the dectrine ag laid down 
in the first official utterance before 
us,” that congress was bound to keen 
the navy up to the mark stipulated 
by treaty. . ¢ 

In a letter to Representative Rog- 
ers, republican, Massachusetts, who 
had asked his opinion bécause of his 
work. as chairman of the conterence. 
Mr. Hughes said he had been a.lvised 
by the naval experts that the enlisted 
strength, as provided in the bili, was 
far below the number required to 
‘maintain the navy on the basis con- 
templated by the treaty. 

Taking issne with the secretary, 
Mr. Garrett declared he did not he. 
lieve congress was bound to keep the 
navv up to the conference agreement. 

“The question of size may be onen 
to argument.” said Mr. Garrett. “But 
all that is binding under the treaty is 
that we chall not go ahove the 5—5—3 
ratio. We are not bound, legallv or 
morally to keep to thet point if in 
our <diseretion we deem it wise to 
eome below. T challenve the doctrine 
that congress is hound to keep the 
navy to a certain mark. We can- 
not exceed it, but the treaty cannot 
take from congress the power to make 
it loee if we see fit.”
